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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -20 in condition for allowance. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose alone or in reasonable combination: 

Regarding Claims 1 and 12, a torque restoration control module wherein a motor is 
controlled by restoring an output torque, which has been limited by a first torque restriction 
control module, at a specified time when the direction of change is upward for angular 
acceleration detected by an angular acceleration measurement means when the slip or skid is 
in the course of convergence 

Regarding Claims 8 and 18, a torque restriction rate setting module that sets a limitation 
value for the torque output to a drive shaft based on the degree of the detected slip or skid, and 
a torque restriction rate correction module that when the amplitude of change in torque exceeds 
a specific range of values or tolerances the motor is controlled using the set limitation value and 
corrects the limitation value so the amplitude of change falls within the allowable ranges. 

The prior arts of record relates to anti-skid or slip and ABS systems, however none of 
the features/device in the current invention would be obvious to combine to a person skilled in 
the art.
